1 hit a 
Chinaman. The man was weeding barley, by 
which he was quite hidden, aod rose as 
Mr. Cooper fired at a snipe, He was at a consid- 
erable distance, however, beyond the bird, 
and was only struck lightly 
which lodged ekin-deep in his cheek. Mr. Cooper 
took bim back to the boat, washed and dress 
the burt, gave him a little money, and sent him 
away coutented. The man’s friends, however 
thought they saw their way toa Saueeze. 
Soon afterward a crowd came toward the boat, 
carrying the victim with them, as though he were 
burt nearly to death, and demanded with much 
threatening, #50 compensation. Mr. Cooper had 
nét the money with him, and could not give it. 
The crowd dispersed toward night, but a boat full 
of armed men came alongside at dusk to pre- 
vent the foreign boat moving, and in the moru- 
ing the mob returned and renewud their de- 
mand. It could not be satiefied, and they com- 
menced a violent attack on the boat and on Mr. 
Cooper. Some set to work to smash up the 
boat’s windows, cut the rigging. etc., while 
othere endeavored to drag Mr. Cooper out of 
the cabin, having a rope with a running noose 
ready outside to strangle him. At the beginning 
of the riot Mr. Cooper had sent off one of his 
servants to another foreign bouse-boat, whose 
mast he could see in the neighborhood, to 
summon assistance. During the proceed- 
ings a third one came up, and the occupants 
of both landed, armed their crews (Chi- 
nese), and hastened to the spot. Iuclud- 
ing the new comers, there were now six for- 
eigners, and the mob wavered and began to dis- 
perse, pot, however, before two of the ring- 
leaders were caught and pushed on board.

Not long ago the Board of County Com- 
missioners adopted a resolution prohibiting 
the use of stone dressed by convict labor in 
the new Court-House. This was done, 
ostensibly, to protect stone-cutters against 
the competition of prison labor, but, in point 
of fact, to curry favor with the trades- 
unions. Right on the heels of this expensive 
and ill-advised concession to. the stone- 
cutters, the latter proceed to demonstrate 
their gratitude and appreciation of the favor 
by inaugurating a general strike for higher 
wages, the demand being for an advance 
from $2.50 to $3 per day. In many cases 
employers have paid $3 and more to superior 
workmen, but the Stone-Cutters’ Union re- 
quires that the rate shall be uniform for slow 
and fast extra, or commonplace men, and 
that none shall work for less than $3 per day. 
The employers will doubtless accede to the 
demand so far as they are compelled to do so 
in order to fulfill contracts; while those who 
are more favorably situated will give work to 
those only who are worth the Union rate, and 
discharge the rest; so that, in the long run, 
the stone-catters will receive less money in 
the aggregate under the advanced than under 
the old rate of wages. This result will doubt- 
less be assisted by the abandonment, on ac- 
count of increased cost, of many building en- 
terprises which would otherwise have been 
pushed forward during the remainder of the 
building season. All these considerations, 
together with the fact that the stone-cutters 
at work will be assessed to support those 
thrown out of employment, point to the 
probability that the strike for higher wages 
will prove a losing operation.

The trouble with the Bank of Cali- 

fornia was not a failure of specie payments, 

but a failure to pay at all’ Had the difficulty 

beem a mere want of coin, that would have 

been a temporary interruption, as in the case 

of the other banks of San Francisco, until 

such time as bullion could be converted into 

coin. The Bank of California failed because 
its means were squandered and exhausted. It 

had no coin, nor anything to exchange for 

coin. The trouble with Jay Cooxz, Dux 

can, Sarrman & Co., B. F. Am, and the 

other bankers that failed, was not that green- | 
backs were scarce, but that they did not have 

any of them, nor anything to exchange for 
them—they were bankrupt. 

The consequences of the failure of the 

Bank of California have proved a serious dis- 
appointment to the inflationists. There has, 

in fact, been no panic and general smash as 
the inflationists hoped for, the failure being 
confined to the one bank. Compare this result 
with that which followed the failure of Jay 
Coon & Co., in September, 1873. Jay 

Cooxe & Oo. were an insignificant item in the 

financial affairs of the Atlantic system of States, 

They were but one bank out of scores of equal 
importance and magnitude, while the Bank 
of California was the very centre and heart 
of the finances and commerce of the Pacific 
States. It was the financial and commercial 
regulator, controlling practically the mining 
trade and business of the whole Pacific Slope. 
Compared with day Cooxe & Co., the Bank 
of California was of more consequence to the 
States doing business on a coin basis than 
fifty Jay Coons were to the greenback 
States. Yet four days after the failure we

The banks which did not fail permanently 
had to resort to the most extraordinary sub- 
Notwithstanding the Treasury ille- 
gally paid out to them twenty-six millions of 
retired greenbacks, they were unable to ro- 
sume; the New York Clearing-House became 
a miserable pretense; a system of chetks 
was substituted for settlements in most of the 
large cities, and for sixty and ninety days the 
existence of these banks hung by the slight- 
est thread of public forbearance. Chicago 
was the first to recover, becanse 
Chicago dealt in cattle, breadstuffs, 
and provisions,—positive necessities. Dur- 
ing the two years that have followed, 
the country has been diligently seeking re- 
covery from the shock and prostration which 
followed the failure of the speculators, Jar 
Cooxz & Co. It will take years yet for thou- 
sands of individuals and corporations to regain 
the position from which they were thrown 
during the panic of 1873, and many will 
never regain it. 
The panic in California, compared with that 
in the greenback States two years ago, is noth- 
ing,—ecarcély a flea-bite. The recovery on 
the Pacific Slope will be rapid and vigorous, 
and the effect of the explosion of the RAL- 
ston concern, upon the whole, will prove 
beneficial and salutary to trade and com- 
merce.

A correspondent calls our attention to the 
fact that we neglected to answer one of 
„ Amerigo's questions, which was passed 
over because he propounded more questions 
than could be properly treated in the span of 
one article. The question was: 

Was I not right in saying thet the fact that green- 
backs cathe into general use and drove the gold out of 
circulation proves that the people preferred them to 
gold ? 

Certainly not. One can only prefer some 
one thing to another thing when he is per- 
mitted to have a choice. In the case of 
greenbacks, the people had no choice. Not 
only were the greenback scrip issued by the 
Government and forced on the public as 
„money by jvirtue of its war-power, and 
made legal-tender to the soldiers and sailors, 
to the contractors who furnished clothes, 
arms, and munition, to the farmers who fur- 
nished grain and proyiaions, and to all the 
various classes of people who had claims 
upon the Government, bat the Con- 
gress of the United States, by virtue 
of the same war-power, further assumed 
to compel the citizens to receive its scrip 
from each other in payment of debts con. 
tracted on a gold basis or for gold considera- 
tion. It enacted that every debt which ex- 
isted between citizens and corporations could 
be discharged by the payment of greenbacks, 
regardless of their value, and that a tender 
of scrip in payment of a debt contracted in 
gold released the debtor from all further 
liability. We should like to know, there- 
fore, how it can be reasonably held that the 
people of this country preferred the green- 
backs, and that this is the reason they drove 
out the gold, when, as a matter of fact, no- 
body had the slightest discretion in the 
matter. 

There is another view of the case. If there 
could have been any choice in the matter, 
but one portion of the people could have pre- 
ferred the greenbacks, viz.: those in debt. 
Is it likely that the creditors who had 
loaned gold or sold property at gold 
prices preferred to receive what was 
due them in a depreciated currency? The 
greenbacks began to depreciate immediately 
upon their issne, and they have never since 
been worth par. In thousands of cases the cred- 
itor-has been forced to receive $1 in green- 
backs in payment of a $1 debt, contracted 
in gold, when the greenbacks were only 
worth 50 per cent. In such case he only re- 
ceived one-half of his lawful claim. Does 
anybody suppose that he preferred this sort 
of payment? It ig very likely that a ma- 
jority of the debtors availed themselves 
willingly of this opportunity to pay their 
debts with depreciated Treasury notes. 
Wherever there are two currencies in the 
country,—a better and a poorer,—it is human 
nature to pay off debts with the poorer cur- 
rency. The men so sensitively honorable as 
to refuse to avail themselves of such a privi- 
lege are the rare exceptions. 

The simple fact, readily accounted for on 
natural grounds, and abundantly demon- 
strated by experience, is that the poorer cur- 
rency always drives out the better , 
The money of the world sought the channels 
where it alone is recognized, and greenbacks 
flooded this country and remained in this 
country because they had no money value 
outside of it. While the people of the United 
States were forced by law to take depreciated 
greenbacks, and the people of other coun- 
tries refused to take them, we do not see 
what warrant there is for believing that any- 
body preferred them. Offer anybody—Pig- 
Iron Kxeruzy included—his choice of a gold 
eagle or a ten-dollar greenback, and see which 
he prefers.

It is well to consider the cause of the panic 
of 1878. Why did Jay Coon & Co. fail, and 
why did the failure have such a wi 
effect? Jar Oooxz & Oo. 8 
bankers, and as such had made immense 
sums of money.

tions. They identified their speculations 
with those of others. They engaged in 
building railroads which were not wanted, 
and which could by no possibility make re- 
turn on the investment for years to come. 
They loaned or donated their customer’ 
money to purchase Legislatures and procure 
subsidies ; having exhausted all their own 
means, they spent the last dollar intrusted to 
them by others, and then, of neceasity, 
failed! ‘That, of course, was a natural effect 
of that kind of business, Why, however, did 
their ‘failure produce the general disaster 
throughout the land which followed? Sim- 
ply because their condition of existence on 


doing business on the 
same plan, to a greater or less extent. Actual 
capital, 
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down first; but the least alarm was fatal to 
all things dependent on unquestioned credit. 
As credit perished, the whole fabric fell, bury- 
ing beneath it everything unreal, insubstan- 
tial, speculative, and delusive. Real values 
were not destroyed. Everything sub- 
stantial remained as before, stripped of 
its false, speculative character. The unreal 
had vanished, and the difference between 
the substantial and speculative value, was 
the loss sustained by the panic of 1873. The 
magnitude of that loss merely shows how 
small was the substance campared with the 
shadow. The reason why the California 
panic has been so brief, and its effects 80 
limited, is that the bank which had imitated 
Jar Cooxz in reckless speculation had also 
exhausted its credit. But California gener- 
ally was not doing business on a speculative 
scale with speculative money. Gold has not 
risen or fallen in San Francisco. Values be- 
fore the panic have not changed since. The 
metal bars, which are the basis of credit in 
California, remain unchanged. Dollars are 
the same. There has been no shrinkage in 
values. The banks have been compelled to 
issue no tokens or scrip ; as soon as the mint 
can convert the metal into coin they will re- 
sume. That is the difference between a 
panic among people doing business where 
capital rests on credit and ‘those dealing 
where credit rests on capital. 

THE “SICK MAN'S” DANGER. 
The insurgents in the Christian provinces 
of Turkey seem to scorn the warning of the 
allied Powers that the time for their deliver- 
ance has not come. They apparently propose 
to deliver themselves, whether or not Russia 
and Austria have decided on their future 
masters. Two insignificant dispatehes have 
been flashed under the Atlantic. The first 
reported that Bosnia and Servia, which lie 
just east of Herzegovina, and are two of the 
five important provinces of Christian Turkey, 
were in active revolt. The second confirms 
this. Bosnia has risen in rebellion. A 
Servian army has taken the field and seized 
the reads and telegraphs. The cable 
makes such sad work with the 
names of places that it is impossible 
to follow the war precisely, but it is 
certain that the insurrection is spreading. 
One sign of this is the belligerent attitude of 
the petty principality of Montenegro, which 
would never dare engage in the struggle un- 
less there was a reasonable chance of success. 
Another sign, and a more important one, is 
the appearance of bands of Serviansin the 
Balkan Mountains, the frontier between. 
Mahometan and Christian Turkey, with the 
avowed object of inciting Bulgaria to rise. 
If these attempts succeed, the insurrection. 
will stretch from the Adriatic to the Black 
Sea. Moldavia and Wallachia, the only other 
provinces. north of the Balkans, are 
in a state of chronic disaffection. 
They have already wrested a semi-inde- 
pendence from Turkey, and will, doubt- 
leas, assist the other provinces secretly if 
not openly. The little fire kindled in Herze- 
govina, only a few days ago, is burning 
furiously north of the Balkans. It may 
purge the whole section from Turkish rule. 
Race and religion combine to make the 
hatred felt for the Ottoman and the Crescent 
sincere and lasting. The Turks are conquer- 
ors. They have only garrisons scattered 
here and there in the insurgent provinces. 
As yet they have won fot a single victory. 
The only successes are those of the rebels. 
Uniess Austria, Germany, and Russia in- 
terfere, the Turkish frontier will very likely 
be pushed back to the line of the Balkans. 
If they interfere, and if the insurrection is 
therefore crushed, Turkey will be forced to 
grant sweeping refornis to the Christian 
provinces. In any event, the weakness of 
the Ottoman rule will have been demon- 
strated, and the political almanacs of the | 
future will have this legend written across 
every page: About this time look out for 
an insarrection in the Christian provinces of 
Turkey.” 


THE NECESSITY OF A REVIVAL. 
There are times in the life of almost every 
person when the vital system gets run down. 
The machinery runs hard. The powers are 
enervated and enfeebled. The whole physic- 
al man reaches a low tone, and then a tonic 
becomes necessary to brace him up and re- 
store the reduced strength to its formerstand- 
ard. The community periodically has a 
similar experience in a moral direction, and 
it is now in this condition. The moral sys- 
tem of the community has reached a very 
low tone, It is enervated and enfeebled. It 
is not capable of resisting temptation. Dis- 
honesty, fraud, theft, gambling in values, de- 
faleation, and the mania to make money 
without rendering an equivalent, have blunt- 
ed the moral sense, especially in political and 
commercial life, until the almost whole moral 
system in cities and towns has become torpid 
and inactive, and conscience has well-nigh 
ceased to work. The moral system 
now needs a tonic,—something to brace 
it up and set its inactive powers at 
work again. It seems as if an overruling 
Providence had brought about the disasters 
which have overtaken such men as Fix, Jar

We cannot but think that the explosion of 
the Bank of Cahfornia and the suicide of 


the people and interests of the Pacific Slope. 
There has been a great shook; there will be 
serious individual losses; the failure will put 
an end to much apparent prosperity; and 
there will be a general apprehension that the 
disappearance of Rausrow from the scene 
will check the development of the country. 
But a large part of the prosperity identified 
with the Bank of California has been delu- 
sive, and the development and progress asso- 
ciated with Ratsron’s enterprise have been 
morbid and overstrained. All his enterprise 
was in the direction of centralized absorption, 
of which he was the head and front. The 
Bank of California was the central power in a 
great variety of gigantic gambling sehemes 
that absorbed the profits or dictated values 
of that entire section of the country. It was 
a sort of enormous devil-fish that reached 
out its tentacles throughout the Pacific States, 
and fastened them upon everything that 
had life and fresh blood. Ratsron was the 
despot of the rich region which is so much 
cut off from the rest of the country by dis- 
tance and customs as to be almost a separate 
nation. He was merciless in the exercise of 
his power. He had princely hospitality for 
strangers, and a royal graciousness for his 
„rod of friends and courtiers, but he was 
utterly relentless in his treatment of all who 
opposed or criticised him. The people of 
San Francisco who felt his tyranny and fret- 
ted under it dared not speak of it above a 
whisper, and then only under the ban of con- 
fidence and secresy. The newspaper press 
were sileneed equally by fear or gain. RAT 
ston was absolute. His power extended far 
beyond the Bank of California, which was 
merely the nucleus of his operations and the 
rendezvous of the “ crowd” he had gathered 
about him. He dictated the rates of in- 
accommoda- 
tions of nearly all the banks. “Merchants, 
miners, speculators, real-estate dealers, 
smaller bankers, hotels, railroads, steamboat 
lines, farmers, and all classes of business men 
either trackled to him or feared him. Cali- 
fornia has been in an actual state of bondage, 
from which nothing but the collapse of the 
bank and the death of RazsTon could have 
liberated it. 


Francisco and California to Ratsron to ap- 
preciate the full extent of that man’s despot- 
ism. It was founded primarily upon mining 
interests and the land monopoly peculiar to 
that State, which Razerow defended and 
promoted.

THE METRIC SYSTEM. 

A large number of men eminent in science 
and literature are circulating a memorial in 
favor of a general adoption of the metric 
system of weights and measures upon the 
Fourth of July, 1876. Eyery patriotic Amer- 
ican is to go to bed on the evening of the 3d 
weighing so many pounds, and arise the next 
morning with a weight of so many hecto- 
grams. When he lies down, he will measure 
a certain number of fest, When he gets up, 
his height will be expressed in meters. In- 
stead of sweetening his coffee with a certain

in a milligram or a centigram of the saccha- 
rine stuff. He will ask his astonished wife 
whether the jug he is to carry to the grocer 
holds a deciliter or a dekaliter, and will ex- 
press a fervent hope that by another year he 
may have saved enough to purchase 
a few square wmyriameters of ground. 
We fear this dream of an instan‘tanteous 
adoption of the metric weights and measures 
will never be realized. The average man 
will cling to the familiar names now in use. 
He will talk of inches, feet, and miles, not 
centimeters, meters, and kilometers; of 
ounces and pounds, not decigrams and grams ; 
not liters and hectoliters. It is doubtful, 
indeed, whether an international decimal 
system of weights and measures will ever be 
adopted, notwithstanding its evident ad- 
vantages. 

Our decimal monetary system was easily 
carried out, because its unit—the dollar— 
was already in use, If the pound avoirdupois 
should be taken as the standard of weight, 
not only for avoirdupois but for. troy 
and apothecaries’ measures, and decimal 
multiples of it should be adopted, 
we might perhaps have a decimal 
system of weights. But it would not coincide 
with the metric system, because the grain, 
which is the weight-anit in that, is an incon- 
venient fractional part of the pound. Then, 
too, it would be necessary to change the 
weight, and therefore the value, of the dollar 
and all our other coins in order that a certain 
number of dollars might just weigh a pound. 
In California grain is sold by the cental (100 
pounds). This is a step towards the reform, 
but, when the cental was introduced into the 
dealings of the Chicago Board of Trade, it 
was speedily abandoned. 

The same serious difficulty hinders the 
adoption of the proposed metric measures of 
capacity. If the pint orquart coincided with 
the liter or any of its multiplies or submulti- 
ples, the thing might be done. As it is, the 
new measure would have to be translated in- 
to the old, and people would prefer to avoid 
this bothersome trouble by clinging to the old 
entirely. 

The greatest obstacle to the change, how- 
ever, would be in the measures of length. 


is measured by surveys based on feet. These 
two denominations—feet and miles—are in- 
terwoven into numberless transactions. They 
cannot be abandoned. But neither of them 
finds any equivalent in the French tables. 
Moreover, they cannot both enter a decimal 
table. If the foot is taken as the unit, the 
rod would have to be 10 feet, the furlong 100, 
and the mile 1,000; or the yard would be 10 
feet, the rod 100, the furlong 1,000, and the 
mile 10,000.

THE PAVEMENT QUESTION, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: ‘ 

Cuicaco, Aug. 29.— In last Sunday's Tarone 
I noticed an editorial upon pavements, the value 
and wear of different materials now used, and 
your recommendation of cedar wood for pave- 
ments because of ite durability. Cedar is far 
more preferable than pine for pavements. At 
the same time it is more costly; it iets in 
limited quantities, is of slow growth, and ite 
pécuniary value would be greatly enhanced if 
generally adopted for the purpose suggested. 

In place of cedar I would suggest the use of 
tamarack wood for pavements, which grows in 
great abundance throughout Wisconsin, Michi- 
gan, and Minnesota; it is of value to no one but 
the farmer, who uses it for sheds, fences, and 
fuel. Tamarack wood is resinous, is equally as 
tough and durable as cedar, is heavier and more 
solid. Not baving the value in the manufactnur- 
ing world that cedar has, it can be obtained 
more cheaply. The average diameter of cedar 
trees is from 8 to 4 inches, while tamaracks aver- 
age from 6 to 7inches; the percentage of sound 
wood is in favor of the tamarack, because you 
will have less bark and sapwood surface (sec- 
tional each block.
